Rubber Boots and Overshoes, 


Ait Earthquake lit Ktiylatul. 


LONDON, April 22.— At 9:30 this morn- 


ing an earthquke shock, of considerable 
force, was felt in the eastern counties of 
England. Localities in Essex and Suf- 
folk were the scenes of the greatest dis- 
turbance. At Ipswich the shock TVOS so 
severe that the walls of bouses were per- 
ceptibly shuken, windows were rattled 
and bells rung. The people have been 
thrown into auoh a state of consternation 
that business is for a timo suspended. 


The shock was still moro severe at 


Colchester. The confusion lasted half a 
minute. 
The first symptom was a deep 


rumbling Bound, porteutious and awe- 
inspiring, followed by a quaking and 
skaking of all buildings. 
Church bells 


were sounded as though swayed by an 
invisible power, tall chinneys and smoke 
stacks of factories were crushed hi ruins 
to the earth and other lofty structures 
were destroyed. The spire of one of the 
largest churchea in the city, 150 feet in 
height, fell with an awful crash to the 
ground. It is impossible to estimate the 
amount of damage, but it is known to be 
great. 


In private houses the greatest confu- 


sion prevailed. The furniture was upset 
and much of it destroyed. 
The people 


were terror stricken. 
RIeu, 
women 


and children rushed into the streets, 
where their agoninizing cries and pale 
faces made a most impressive scene. 


At Chelsford, about thirty miles from 


London, the shock was also severe, and 
the people were filled with terror and 
dismay. 
At South 
End the earth 


trembled for miles around. 


At Maiden, ten miles east of Chels- 


ford, the town hall and private houses 
were swayed several times. 
The wave 


passed from south to north. The shock 
was felt in the strand, London. A busi- 
ness house was perceptibly rocked, so 
much so that the employes were affect- 
ed and rushed into the streets during 
the shock. The earthquake hag caused 
general alarm.
